Jews Face New Bars 


In Removing Property 
Berlin—CT>—The ministry of eco- 


nomics today issued a decree put- 
ting new obstacles in the way of 
Jews removing their property from 
Germany. 


The decree, declared to be neces- 


sary to prevent the flight of capital, 
forbids German or stateless Jews 
leaving Germany after Jan. 1 from 
taking any objects except those ne- 
cessary for strictly personal use. 


Although other parts of the de- 


cree, also restricting the right to 
remove the property from the reich, 
apply to all German nationals and 
possibly even to some foreign resi- 
dents, the ban on taking anything 
but absolute travel necessities out- 
side the country applies specifically 
to German and stateless Jews. 


The new decree covers property 


other than money, which already is 
governed by a regulation that no 
one, 
Jew or non-Jew, may take 


more than 10 marks ($4) out of the 
country except by special permit.

JEWS PA PER I 
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Roosevelt Says 
Book Money Will 
Build New Library 


President, Wife Will Not 


Profit 
Personally, 


Lawrence Says. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington— Both the president 


and Mrs. Roosevelt, by their action 
this week, have removed from criti- 
cism their respective activities in 
connection with the sale of books 
or the making 
of radio speech- 
es on so-called 
commercial pro* 
grams. 


Mr. Roosevelt 


revealed that 
all money from 
the sale of hi; 
books will ip 
toward a speci- 
fic public pur- 
pose—the build- 
ing of a library 
on his estate at 
Lawrence 


Hyde Park of which the 
federal 


government itself is to become the 
owner. The president's wife reveal- 
ed that she had decided to ignore 
a treasury ruling of a few years 
ago whereby she did not pay taxes 
on earnings from her speeches, lec- 
tures, etc. 


Mrs. 
Roosevelt herself never in- 


tended either to evade or avoid the 
payment of her taxes. In fact, she 
went to the treasury m advance 
with her proposed contract for pub- 
lic speaking to learn if she had to 
pay taxe% A kmdly official made a 
ruling which was subject to public 
criticism because it was at variance 
with other rulings. The decision of 
Mrs. Roosevelt to ignore it is a 
splendid example of civic honor and 
of an unwillingness to accept sp-?- 
cial privilege, even when proffered 
her in technically approved form. 


The incident came in for consid- 


erable discussion among tax ex- 
perts, who pointed out that only a 
certain percentage of one's income 
can be given to charity without 
paying taxes. The net result of the 
new plan to be adopted by Mrs. 
Roosevelt is that the government 
will get more out of her earnings 
and she will have a free hand to 
dispose of less of her income than 
she did before. 


Government Takes Share 


This, however, is the plight of 


many a person in the upper brack- 
ets who wants to donate money to 
charitable institutions. The govern- 
ment nowadays steps in and takes 
its share for its own purposes firs-t 
and reduces the balance that can 
be given away by the taxpayer. In- 
deed, over and above a certain per- 
cent allowable for charity, 
tli3 


government at present imposes a 
gift tax, too. so. all in all, charitably 
inclined persons'have less and less 
to say about what happens to their 
income. 


As for the president, the contro' 


versy which arose in connection 
with the sale of his books and the 
data of press conferences turned on 
the fact that no disclosure of pur- 
pose for the use of the proceeds was 
made, and only after the president's 
action was criticized was it official- 
ly announced that some public pur- 
pose was in the president's min'l, 
and that he did not expect to prof.t 
by the transactions. Close friends 
have known for some time about 
the president's desire to have erect- 
ed at Hyde Park a building to house 
his official and private papers for 
the benefit of students of history. 
Just how much will be available for 
this object will depend again on 
how much the president has left af- 
ter paying income taxes. Doubtless 
it will be necessary for the library 
project to be incorporated in some 
legal manner in order that the pres- 
ident might make a gift to the in- 
stitution he has in mind. 


Clears Up Situation 


The public, however, will not 


be concerned with details since now 
all has been made plain concerning 
the sale of books to the public by 
the president relating to 
official 


proceedings of the government of 
which he was a part The implica- 
tion which was widespread for a 
brief interval and which this cor- 
respondent took occasion to help 
nullify as soon as the president re- 
vealed that he would give the pro- 
ceeds to a public purpose has un- 
questionably remained to some ex- 
tent, but now will be cleared up 
because of the detailed announce- 
ment of the president's plan. 


There always will remain sub- 


ject to debate the 
question 
of! 


whether any president or any mem-' 


ber of his family should engage in 
any business transactions involving 
the sale to the public of particular 
commodities—either books or ser- 
vices—because 
many 
Americans 


feel that the prestige of the White 
House should not be associated with 
anything that is sold to the publi?, 
especially when radio sponsors who 
compete with other companies get 
financial benefits- by 
employing 


members of the president's entour- 
age. But. however opinions may dif- 
fer on this point, the all-important 
fact remains that neither the pres!- 
dent nor Mrs. Roosevelt is to profit 
personally by any of these activi- 
ties, so there cannot be the slightest 
blemish on their respective records 
of official or personal integrity.

UNREASONABLE 
LABOR PRACTICES | 


Considering the temper of the people ! 


in many places in the nation labor came 
out fortunately in the recent referendums 
which were pointed almost directly at 
shackling it as a penalty 
for 
obvious 


abuses. 
In Oregon although CIO and 


AFL joined forces in a desperate attempt 
to beat the proposed law it was neverthe- 
less carried by a substantial majority. 
Its definition of a labor dispute is very 
restricted and may create many unin- 
tended hardships. Its outlawry of picket- 
ing excepting in some limited cases was 
certainly written as much to punish labor 
for past transgressions as to regulate it 
for the future. 


This tendency is deplorable for another 


reason. Elections are no places to make 
laws. Referendums, excepting as to basic 
principles, are a sure avenue to much 
more intricate confusion 
than we have 


ever known. The absence of any chance 
to modify or amend proposed laws of this 
sort and the acceptance of the writer's lan- 
guage without regard to his precise mean- 
ing will make construction and enforce- 
ment by the courts more difficult than 
ever and increase the fire and violence of 
clashing opinions. 


There should be some definite action 


by congress to supply the most obvious 
defects in the Wagner Act. A good faith 
attempt by legislators to be reasonable 
with all the people may scotch these ir- 
responsible referendums in the hope and 
expectation that the matter will be even- 
tually handled by the peoples represen- 
tatives somewhat according to the stand- 
ards of justice. 


Homer Martin of UAW has recently ex- 


pressed much concern over the wildcat 
strike problem. He can see much farther 
ahead than the thoughtless men who are 
responsible for these disorders and thus 
invite retaliation 
against 
all organized 


labor. 


Dense indeed must be any labor lead- 


er's mentality if he cannot see that de- 
fiant, futile and unprovoked aggression 
on the order of the sitdown or the wild- 
cat strike, are bound to result at least in 
correction and may occasion restrictions 
beyond correction. 


Labor leaders could do no better by 


the men they represent and their indus- 
tries as well than to submit to the coming 
congress placid and sensible amendments 
to the Wagner Act aimed at making it an 
effective and workable instrument of jus- 
tice. But with Mr. Lewis taking his cus- 
tomarily hostile attitude against anything 
first suggested bv Mr.' Green there are 
probably sharp rocks ahead. 


But the fact that labor was successful 


in beating two of the three state propos- 
als to place important restrictions upon 
it should r.ot lead it to believe that it can 
eventually avoid restrictions unless it fol- 
lows the old admonition to put its house 
in order. 
It was probably successful in 


the majority of the referendums because 
the public wishes to be temperate and pa- 
ticnt concerning its lights in the hope that 
they may be adjusted without report to 
hnihh !cmcd;es.

This 
example, we must remind Berlin, does 
not become applicable until our govern- 
ment directly participates in the lynch- 
ing bscs. 


But there is one happy circumstance 


that has recently flitted across the cables 
about us from Europe. Thc famed chef 
of Dorchester House in London, address- 
ing a congress of thc British Medical pro- 
fession, emphatically declared, both as a

<ind scientist, that the American 


hamburger, as typical of our land almost 
as the stars and stripes, was an admirable 
piece of food, and it -.would do England 
well to follow our example in its use.

OW the discovery

ploration of the new world 
broke down the feudal, self* 


sufficing system in Europe and re- 
sulted in the growth of strong na- 
tional governments was outlined 
by Dr. Lawrence Towle, associate 
professor 
of 
economics at Law- 


rence college, in a talk before the 
Pan-American league Monday aft- 
ernoon at the home of Mrs. Thom- 
as N. Barrows, S. Union street. 


The opening up of large agricul- 


tural areas in North America and 
South America, he said, also made 
available large supplies of cheap 
foodstuff and Europe was there- 
fore able to provide for the sig- 
nificant 
increase 
in 
population 


which came after 1500. Today no 
western European country with the 
possible exception 
of 
France is 


able to supply itself with sufficient 
food, Dr. Towle said, so that what 
happens in South America is of ex- 
treme importance to the old world. 


Another result of the explora- 


tion of the new world, the speaker 
went on, was the definite shift of 
social classes. The old aristocracy, 
he pointed out, was agricultural, 
but after the opening up of North 
and South America gave an im- 
petus to trade, the merchant bour- 
geois group became the aristocra- 
cy. Today the shift is to the work- 
ing classes, as witness the power 
of the trade unions and the polit- 
ical Labor party in Great Britain. 


Recalls Explorations 


Dr. Towle began his discussion 


with an outline of the earlier east- 
ward explorations which produced 
profound changes in European so- 
ciety. He spoke of the Crusades 
which renewed contacts between 
the east and the west, of Marco 
Polo's stones of the wealth of the 
Orient, which aroused the cupid- 
ity of the west and gave further 
impetus to migration and of the 
Portuguese sailors who traveled 
southward along the African coast 
in the early fifteenth century. 


He continued with the story of 


Columbus' discoveries in the lat- 
ter part of the fifteenth century 
and the later English and French 
explorations in North America. 


With the development of nation- 


al states, a new policy, 
that of 


mercantilism, came into vogue, he 
explained. The policy was 2-sided, 
he said, the internal regulation of 
industry by the state to increase 
the wealth of the state and the ex- 
ternal policy of increasing t h e 
power of one state at the expense 
of another. The result was an al- 
most continual period 
of 
wars, 


aimed at taking away the colonies 
and theieforc the wealth, of the 
other countries. Spain and Portu- 
gal lost out in the struggle and 
w e r e 
supplanted by 
England, 


France and Holland. 


Today the old world is still de- 


pendent upon the new and watches 
the Pan-American conference now 
in session at Lima. Peru, with as 
much interest as do the Americans, 
Dr. Towle concluded.

There arc hunt- 
ers who will not and if the next 
deer happens to be a big doe—well 
that's lust too bad. 


With a white background of snow,

This 
is no doubt harder on the buck, but 
every deer season that goes by con- 
vinces me more and more that thc 
bucks can take it There is no ani- 
mal in these parts so cunning, wary 
and alert as the white tailed stag.

Acting State Prison Warden 


Urges Clubmen to Fight Move 
Against Penitentiary Industry 


New London —"Don't let the leg- 


islature wipe out industry in pri- 
sons—not unless you don't mind 
paying more taxes to support idle 
inmates, or unless you care to en- 
courage outbreaks among restless 
prisoners, or unless you want phy- 
sically broken and worn men re- 
leased as a burden on society for 
the rest of their lives"—that was> 
the plea last night of John 
C j 


Burke acting warden at the W:s- j 
consin State prison at Waupun, in j 
a talk before a joint meeting of the 
New London Lions and Rotary 
clubs at the Elwood hotel. 


The measure, Burke said, has 


been proposed for the next legisla- 
ture on the grounds that prison 
made goods compete with outside 
businesses. "What serious competi- 
tion can there be when the amount 
of paint we make in one year can 
be made by one large manufacturer 
in an hour and a half, or when the 
shoes we make in a year would fill 
only a small ante-room in one of 
the larger shoe factories?" the war- 
den asked. 


Habits of industry, the under- 


standing that an honest living re- 
quires an honest day's work, is one 
of the main aims of the state insti- 
tution. Burke told the group. Until 
recently the prison operated' only 
two large industries but steps have 
been taken to open up more small- 
er ones, for a two-fold purpose. 
More different jobs can be taught 
and a reduction in the production 
means even less competition to pri- 
vate business, he explained. 


The 
Waupun prison factories 


now manufacture mattresses, paint, 
clothing, shoes and operate a weld- 
ing and machine ship. 


New 'Talk' Policy 
j 


Starting Wednesday, Dec. 14, a. 


new policy will be inaugurated at 
the prison. For the first time men 
working in the various shops will 
be alloxvcd to talk with one an- 
other, but only about their work.! 
the warden reported. The institu- 
tion still maintains the silence sys-1 
tcm of discipline which has proven j 
its worth through the years, hcj 
said. No talk is permitted in the] 
dining room or corridors. 
i 


The state prison at Waupun is 


sadly overcrowded, Burke told the 
clubs. With cells and dining space 
for 900 inmates, the prison houses 
1.690. The state law provides that 
each prisoner be placed in an indi- 
vidual cell but the circumstances 
make it impossible, he said. In ad- 
dition there are another 335 men 
outside of the prison walls on farms 
and camps. 


Discussing the type of men taken 


into the institution, Burke gave his 
findings of their shortcomings and 
explained the efforts of the prison 
program to correct them. 


Lack Education 


The average inmate ib ur.der 35 


years of age. serves a sentence of 
less than five years, lacks educa- 
tion, had little or no moral train- 
ing, never knew what to do with 
leisure time, had no athletic exper- 
ience or ability in sports, were poor 
industrial, professional or trade 
•workers, and were physically neg- 
lected. 


To remove these social disadvan- 


tages as much as possible and to 
send better men back into society, 


I a definite program is followed, ac- 
cording to Burke. 


For those who missed the edu- 


cational opportunities of their com- 


munity a full time school with 300 
enrolled is conducted from 8:30 in 
the morning until 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
While most of the in- 


mates have only a fourh or fifth 
grade education tests have shown 
their average intelligence to be not 
much below that of the men drafted 
for the World war, Burke pointed 
out. 


Religious Work 


Moral and religious habits arc 


encouraged with a full time Catho- 
lic and Protestant chapel and ser- 
vices every Sunday. There is not 
enough work for all or enough room 
in school, so extensive recreation- 
al programs are'directed. Organ- 
ized recreation is necessary of itself 
but also provides a means of keep- 
ing the men from idleness and pre- 
vents dangerous 
huddles 
where 


more 
hardened 
criminals may 


scheme. 


Among the inmates are represen- 


tatives of nearly every trade and 
profession, yet none are responsible 
or truly capable, the warden de- 
clared. It is the plan of the prison 
factory to revive the habit of in- 
dustry and pride in good work. 


Wisconsin's adult parole system 


is the best in the nation and serves 
as a model to others. Burke declar- 
ed, but our juvenile probation is 
notably weak, he said. 


Attacking the belief that most 


parolees are returned to prison soon 
because of new crimes, Burke cited 
figures showing that of those re- 
turning to prison for a second time, 
80 per cent served their full sen- 
tence and only 20 per cent were 
parolees. Of all the persons arrest- 
ed in the United States last year, 
less than 1 per cent were on parole 
at the time, he stated. 


Seldom is a sentence carried to 


its complete fulfillment. Burke re- 
ported. Any prisoner for reasona- 
bly good behavior, no matter how 
notorious, is released by law from 
the prison one year 
and 
three 


months beyond half of the period of 
sentence. A 10-year term may be 
terminated in six 
years, 
three 


months: a 20-year sentence in 11 
years, three months. 


Maintain Camps 


The camps 
maintained by the 


Wisconsin prison are the stepping 
stones to freedom and life-in camp 
is much more free than in prison, 
he said. 
Only 10 years old, the 


camp system is already setting an 
example to the nation as the most 
constructive method of molding 
misguided 
citizens. Burke 
said. 


Very little trouble has been exper- 
ienced at the camps, with a record 
of less than 1 per cent of the en- 
rolment attempting escape. 
Yet 


should'a major disturbance occur, 
as it is inevitably bound to at some 
time, the public will unjustly de- 
mand that the system be abandon- 
ed, he remarked. 


It is the purpose of the family

There were matters which could 


not be anticipated. President Lang 
said. Fifteen to eighteen men were 
thrown out of work last March 
which created additional expense 
as thc men were put to work in 
completing the new garage addi- 
tion to thc village hall.
